REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


T the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


GazNTLEMEN—W e respectfully report the affairs of this In- 
stitution in good condition, owing chiefly to the devotion 
and intelligent and painstaking supervision ої every detail 
by the very efficient and able Superintendent, Prof. J. R. 
Dobyns, and we respectfully commend to your careful perusal 
his comprehensive report hereto attached, every suggestion 
of which, after full consideration, we heartily approve and 
endorse. 

Your especial attention is asked to his compilation of the 
vocations and earnings of sixty-four of the pupils sent out 
from this Institution-into the struggle for life since 1865— 
except two of them, whose exit antedates that period. It 
has been compiled by him with great trouble, because of 
his interest in this branch of public education, ‘and from no 
demand of any official düty pertaining to his position, and 
shows the gratifying result that the gross earnings of these 
graduates #0048 up the large sum of jive hundred thirty-one 
thousand two hundred and fifty-seven dollars! This fact speaks 
volumes in vindication of the munificence of Mississippi to 
her afflicted children, This public benefaction does not end 
with the course of instruction, but makes wealth-producers 
of an otherwise helpless and dependent class of citizens, 

The corps of teachers are competent and attentive, and 
their zeal is highly commendable. The discipline is mild 
but firm and secures the respect and affection of the , pupils. 
In this connection we.cannot praise too highly the excellent 
Matron of the Institution, Miss Bettie Cabaniss, who is de- 
voted to the inmates and they to her. 


The health of the pupils has not been so good for the last | 


two years as for like periods ordinarily, and three of them 
have died, but this has not resulted from any local cause, 
but from epidemics of measles and influenza. We com- 
mend in the highest degree the. care, attention and skill of 
the very able physician to the Institution, Dr. Wirt John- 
ston, 

We think the financial affairs of this Institution could not 
be more economically administered consistently with the ad- 
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vancement and comfort.of the inmates, The sessions of опт 
board have been very fully attended, and Gov. Stone, its ex. 
officio President, has rarely been absent, and never except 
on ealls away from Jackson by more urgent official duty. We 
have had а standing committee to check up all accounts, and 
these have first passed the supervision and allowance of the 
entire board. 

The appropriation of $700.00 for heating apparatus was 
insufficient and covered back into the treasury. It will re- 
quire $1,500.00 to $2,000.00 to do this properly, and we re- 
commend it on the score of ultimate economy and comfort, 
and we suggest a bettersystem of lighting, to promote safety 
and the convenience of pupils who study much at night. 

Another class in Articulation is much to be desired, and 
an appropriation of $500.00 more annually to the Teacher's 
Fund will accomplish this object of giving speech to the 
silent. | 

We respectfully submit that the estimates for арртортіа- 
tions on all departments submitted by the Superintendent, 
cannot possibly be reduced without a corresponding loss of 
efficiency. 

The small; deficiency in the appropriation for wages and 
salaries was unavoidable, extra labor being practically un- 
avoidable. 

This benefaction needs larger support for the purchase of 
school appliances, annual repairs and furniture, dining room, 
kitchen, laundry and shop requirements.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


GuntLEMEN—It becomes my duty as Superintendent, at 
the closeof another biennial term, to make fyou more fully 
acquainted with the wants and progress of the Institution 
under youreare. 

Everything has moved on as harmoniously as could be 
expected where so many interests arise and so many dispo- 
sitions we encountered. What few changes have been 
made have in no way disturbed the peace and harmony of 
the school. 

The health of the pupils for the last two years has not 
been asgood as usual, and lam sorry to record the fact 
that three of our brightest pupils have been called away by 
death during this period: Dora Harward of Alcorn county, 
March 12, 1890; Pauline: Davis of Panola county, April, 6, 
1890; and James Hill, of Monroe county, February 5, 1891. 
During this period we have been visited by epidemics of 
Influenza and Measles in very malignant forms. For 
а more extended account of the health of the pupils, I 
would refer you to the report of Dr. Johnston, physician to 
the Institution. і 

One hundred were enrolled in 1890, and ninety-five in 
1891, with an average attendance of seventy-six. There

TEACHERS, OFFICERS AND PUPILS. 


It affords me great pleasure to commend. the teachers and 
officers for their faithfulness in the discharge of their duties. 
It should be remembered that the teaching and training of 
the deaf is a most exacting and laborious profession, and 
requires a degree of patience and skill not possessed by 
every intelligent man and woman. 

The pupils, as a rule, have been respectful, obedient, and 
studious, and their splendid progress testifies to their faith- 
ful application, and the energy and devotion of their 
instructors, E 
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HANDY WORK. 


Besides the regular school room work we are giving in. 
struction in Free-Hand Drawing, Cutting and Fitting and 
Plain and Ornamental Sewing, lroning, Cooking, Printing, 
Carpentry and Cabinet Work. The building for tho use 
of the shops is so open and uncomfortable— besides bein 
too small—that no satisfactory work can be done during the 
winter months. The press used in tha printing осо was 
purchased ag a second-hand press, and the constant work it 
bas done has rendered it almost useless, and unless we have 
а new one I do not see how we сал run the Printing Обов 
tho next two years. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Unless there should be а decided increase in the price of 
provisions during the next two years the same amount 
appropriated for support for the last biennial term will ђе 
sufficient. 

There is а balance of $400 still due on accounts, caused by 
the necessary expenditure of part of the support fund on 
the sewors and closets, This can ће paid out of the next 
appropriation if we get the usual amount. 

The amount allowed for salaries and wages is just suf 
ficient for the employees as the roll now stands. Conse 
quently there is no margin. It is impossible to estimate 
the exact amount that will be necessary for wages, henge 
this small deficit, There are two cooks, a man, and part 
of the time, a house-girl, that are regularly employed in 
the buildings, and one man outside. These are busy all 
the time and when extra work has to be done we Бато to 
employ extra labor. 

The usual five hundred dollars per annum, for repairs ді 
the White Department will be nocessary for the next two 
years, The building will need painting and almost ап en- 
“tire new roof, 


The last Legislature allowed one thousand dollars for two | 
years for repairs at the Colored Department. I think five. 


` hundred dollars for the next two yoars will bo sufficient. 


While a few dollars were covered back into the State-

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With two exceptions, these have all left the Institution since 
the war, The buildings with all the records were burned 
at that time and there is no data from which to gather the 
{сіз previous to that period. I have been exceedingly care- 
ful to prevent an exaggerated showing in the way of an- 
nual incomes. From these facts 1 have no hesitancy in 
stating that the pupils who have left the Institution since 
1871 are now producing annually more than the Legislature 
appropriates for the maintenance of the Institution, What 
better argument can be presented for the liberal support of 
this branch of public education? Since that date about two, 
hundred pupils have gone out into the world, Some of 
these have died; some have moved and cannot now Бе loca- 
ted; some report that “they are making a living ;” many 
of the young ladies have married, and while they are not 
working for wages, they are filling the noble missions of wives 
and mothers, and reflecting credit upon their State and Alma 
Mater. This list,is being constantly increased, for there is 
not а year passes but some intelligent boys and girls, who 
have been receiving the State’s bounty, under the fostering 
care of the Institution, decline to be furthér assisted, join 
the busy throng, and take their places as good citizens and 
begin to bear their share of the burdens of government. | 


HEAT AND LIGHT. 


Т would remind you that it has been thought best to cover 
back into the State treasury the seven hundred dollars ap- 
propriated by the last Legislature for heating apparatus, as 
it was found to be wholly inadequate, and leave it with the 
Legislature to say whether the work should be done or not: 
The systems of heat and light in buildings like these should 
bens near perfect as possible, both on account of comfort 
and safety. You are thoroughly familiar with these necessi-

COLORED DEPARTMENT. 


Since the last report, Mr. Hugh Erwin has been appointed 
teacher, Mrs. Ollie Erwin matron, and Мт. J. S. Erwin—all 
white—foreman of the farm, at this department. All are 
giving satisfaction, Thore are in this department twenty 
bright pupils and all making good progress. The girls are 
instructed in sewing and gutting and fitting, cooking, wash: 
ing and ironing, and the boys in agriculture. While the 
little farm does not support the department, it adds materi- 
ally to the funds necessary for its maintenance. : 
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TEAOHING OF SPEECH TO THE DEAF. 


The subject of teaching speech to the deaf is one of grow. 
ing interest and success. An association called “ The Amor. 
ican Association to Promote the Teaching of Speech to the 
Deaf,” has been chartered and organized under the laws of 
the State of New York, and starts out with an endowment 
of twenty five thousand dollars, the gift of Professor A, 
Graham Bell, of Washington, D, О. Tho objects of tho 


Association are: “То aid schools for the deaf іп their | 


efforts to teach speech and speech-reading, by providing 
schools for the training of articulation teachers, by tho om. 


ployment of an agent or agents, who shall, by the collection | 


and publication of siatistics and papers relating to the sub- 
ject, and by conference with teachers and others, dissemi. 


nate information concerning methods of teaching speech and | 


speech-reading. and by using all such other means as may be 


deemed expedient to the end that по deaf child in America | 
shall be allowed to grow up ' deaf and dumb" or “ mute” | 
without earnest and persistent efforts having been made to | 
teach him to speak and read the lips;" and to render any | 


other assistance possible to this end. 

We have a class of twelve which is taught altogether by 
speech and speech-reading. Some of them have gained but 
little power of speech; all have made wonderful progress 

«іо lip-reading. While I have been more than satisfied that 
the Institution was justifiable in the small outlay, in this 
department of instruction, yet, for fear my zeal to keep 
pace with the times might have gotten the better of my 
judgment, I submitted the following questions to the parents 


of the pupils in this class, knowing they desired the very | 


best thing for their children’: 


Question—Have you been pleased with the general progress of your 
child since he or she has been in the school?

Mr. J. В. Dobyns, Superintendent ; 
Dear бтв Ав physician to the Institution I beg leave to 
respectfully submit the following report for 1890-91: 
There were but few cases of sickness in the Institution for 
the two years except epidemic influenza, which prevailed 


for a considerable extent over the world, and which was not | 


preventable, and measles which was introduced by visitors, 


Of the former disease there were about fifty cases, and of , 


the latter about thirty cases. 


I regret to have to report the following deaths: In 1890 й 
Dora Harward, who was sick with measles, developed , 
edema of the glottis, and so rapid was the progress of the | 


complication that she died of suffocation before the oper- 
ation of tracheotomy could be completed. Every effort was 


made by Dr. Harrington, who had been called in consulta , 
tion, and myself, to resusticate her after the insertion of the | 


trachea tube, but without success. Pauline Davis died of 


double pneumonia, which complicated: an attack of measles, : 


Her father, Dr. Davis, was"with her several days betore her 


death. In 1891 James Hill died suddenly and unexpectedly | 


to all of us of heart failure during un attack of epidemic 
influenza. 

The Institution has been kept ina remarkably clean and 
sanitary condition, and every means has been employed by 
you to insure the health and comfort ої the .children. The 


sick children, as well as the others, have at all times reccived | 


the most careful attention trom yourself and your efficient 
assistants. To Miss Cabaniss and Mr. Jordan, who have had 
immediate charge of the sick girls and boys, I am especially 
indebted for their kind and careful attention and nursing. 
The children could not have had more care and attention 
anywhere, home not even excepted, than has been bestowed 
upon them here. 

At this time there are several cases of chicken-pox among 
the pupils, but with this exception, there is no sickness of 
any kind. |

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1, This Institution is located in the city of Jackson. It 
таз established by the Legislature and is supported by the 
State; itis поё іп any sense an asylum, but а school for the 
education of the deaf. 

2. The Institution is opened to the deaf-mutes of the 
State who are desirous of receiving an education ; provided 
they are of good moral character, of sound minds and free 
from contagious and infectious diseases. Hight is consid- 
ered the best age to begin their education, and parents are 
urged not to delay it beyond the age of eight or ten, at 
farthest. Mutes whose primary education is deferred until 
they are eighteen or twenty can never be well educated. 

8. Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendance are 
furnished by the State. To the very poor, clothing and 
transportation are supplied free, but in order to secure this 
benefit the Superintendent must have a certificate, signed by 
some proper officer, or some other evidence, of the pupil’s 
indigency. 

4. The school session opens the first week in October, 
and closes the last week in June; vacation, July, August and 
September. It is thought best to have a long vacation in 
the hot season and give no holiday at Christmas, except 
Christmas and New Year’s days. 

5. When parents and guardians enter their children it 
must be with the distinct understanding ‘that they cannot 
visit their homes .during the session, except in case of sick- 
ness or death in the families ; should they be called home in 
such cases, money to pay their way must be sent at the 
same time they are called. 

6. Parents are expected to take their children home in 
vacation. 

7. Parents in sending their children to the Institution 
should be careful to send the names and postoffice of father 
and mother, the child’s name in full, date of birth, cause of 
deafness, and when lost hearing. А 

8. Pupils аге given ample opportunity. to correspond 
with their parents and friends during the session. They are 
required to write letters on the first and third Mondays of 
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each month, and to send at least one to parents or guardians, 

9. Each pupil should be supplied with enough clothing 
to do the year, including a comfortable wrap for winter snd 
enough stamps and stationery to write home once a month, 
and oftener if desired. 

10. Parents should paste a complete list of all clothing 
on the inside of the top of the trunk. As soon as the pupil 
arrives the clothing will be counted to see if correct, and the 
list preserved. If anything is lostin the wash during the 
session it will be replaced. 

11. All clothing should be marked in full name of the 
owner with indellible ink. 

12. Any further information concerning the Institution 
may be had by addressing the Superintendent. 

18. Parents and friends entering their children the firat 
time, are invited to visit the Institution and stay а day and 
night and see for themselves what provision has been made 
tor the childyen. 

14. Parents and friends visiting their children after they 
have entered school, are expected to find accommodations 


in the city.
